Was Conspicious Among Costly 
Residences in Kirkwood 
District. 





‘The James L. Blair mansion. near 
Kirkwood, one of the most costly homes 
in St. Louis County, caught fire from a 
defective tlué shortly before noon Thurs- 


day. The fire soon spread to all parts 
of the house and it was destroyed. 

The residence for several years has 
been occupied by the family. of J. L. 
Curlee,’ vice-president of the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co. Mrs.° Curlee and her 
duughters, Misses Catherine and Elean- 
or, were in the house with ‘servants 
when the flames started. They escaped 
without difficulty. 

The house stood in the center of an 
18-acre wooded tract and was one of 
the show places of the county. It con- 
tained 25 rooms and was of white Stone. 
lt was within the limits of the town of 
Glendale, which was incorporated last 
week. It was known as “Stancote’”’ and 
also “Airdrie.”’ 

The Webster Groves and Kirkwood 
volunteer fire departments went to the 
house, but they appeared to be able to 
do little, as there is only one hydrant 
near the place, and it is 1200 feet from 
the building.  . 

Curleé bought the Blair mansion from 
James Campbell about a year after the 
death of Biair and had lived in it since 
with his wife and four children. 

The house’ was owned by James L. 
Blair at the .height of his career in 
St. Lovis as an attorney and financier 
and when he was a prominent figure 
in the social life of the city. He was 
living in it when an exposure of his 
transactions as a handler of the funds 
of.an estate led to his indictment and 
death. During the time that the Blairs 
oecupied the residence it was the scene 
of brilliant social events. It was one 
of the most attractive suburban places 
around St. Lolus, 

The house was built by George 5S. 
Chugeh. After the suicide of Church, 
Mrs. Church sold it to the Blairs.

In the five years that Fleming R. 
Cross has worked as trouble man for the 
United Railways Co., his principal trou- 
ble has been with Miss Mabel L. Tally, 
telephone operator at the  com- 
pany’s headquarters, at Park and 
Vandeventer avenues. His duties have 
kept him at the telephone switchboard 
much of the time, and both he and Miss 
Tally found their enforced association 
distasteful. 

The striking culmination of the long 
ill-feeling was described by Miss Tal- 
ly when she appeared at the Prosecut- 


ing Attorney’s office, with a bandage 
over one eye, and said Cross had hit 
her. 

A warrant charging assault and bat- 
tery was issued against Cross by Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney Ray Wein- 
brenner, on the day of her visit, Dec. 
18, two days after the alleged attack. 
When Cross was arraigned before 
Judge Miller last Saturday, Prosecuting 
Attorney Sidener dismissed the case by 
an order of nolle prosequl. 

Remedy in Police Court. 

Sidener, who has since been out of 
the city. returned Thursday, and told 
gs. Post-Dispatch reporter that he dis- 
missed the case because he believed 
there was no basis for anything more 
than a police court prosecution. He 
said he would write Miss Tally a let- 
ter informing her that her proper 
redress would lie in the, obtaining of 
a summons on a charge of disturbing 
the peace. 

‘An assault and battery warrant 
should not have been issued,” said 
Sidener. “Mr. Weinbrenner was natu- 
rally disposed to sympathize with the 
complainant because she was a woman, 
but he should have referred her to the

Cross, who 
has worked near her for five years, is 
married, and lives at 3845 Folsom ave- 
nue. 

Objected to His Smoking. 

“Mr. Cross and I never got on well 
together,”’ said Miss Tally in teliing of 
their recent difficulty to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “‘and I objected partic- 
ularly to his smoking in the corner 
where I sat, and where, because of the 
formation of the room, the smoke set- 
tles in a cloud and nauseates me. 

“Monday, Dec. 16, I told him I 
wouldn’t stand the smoke, and I went 
out of the office for a few minutes. 
When I returned, he first made a threat 
to strike me, and then actually did so.

TO PETITION PRESIDENT 





One of the Albany Marchers En- 
gaged to Man She Met 


on Route. 
\ 





‘HUDSON, N. Y¥., Dec. %—The suf- 
fragette army, now marching from New 
York to Albany for the cause, will 
march from New York to Washington 
next. The trip will be started early in 
February in time to reach the. national 
capital at the inauguration of President 
Wilson. 

**‘Gen.’’ Rosalie Jones, leading the band 
of suffragettes nere, so announced to- 
day. 

The fair marchers will carry a mes- 
sage from the National Association of 
Suffragettes to President Wilson, urg- 


ing him to enroll in the cause and to 
support it in his message to Congress. 

How many women will be in line, 
where the message will be drafted, how 
many days the trip will require and who 
will lead the army are matters yet un- 
determined. 

Ankle deep in slushy snow, the suffra- 
gette army pressed onward today with 
but 32 miles remaining of the journey 
from New York to Albany, where, Jan. 
1, they will deliver a message to Gov. 
Sulzer. The marchers’ decided to walk 
but five miles today, to Stockport. 


The rest of the journey will be divided 
into equally short marches. All re- 
ported themselves refreshed by the 
Christmas day rest, and expressed re- 
gret that the day’s march could not 
be longer. 

Marcher Engaged ¢ on Way. 

A romance has resulted from the suf- 
fragists’ hike. Last night the engage- 
ment was announced of Miss Gladys 
Coursen, one of Gen. Rosalie G. Jones’ 
army to Griffith Bonner, a Poughkeep- 
sie newspaper man and a grandson of 
the late Robert Bonner.’ *The young man 
said he had been taken on a three 
morths’ trial engagement. 

The young people’ first met when 


keepsie and the announcement of their 
engagement was made here. Miss 
Coursen is the daughter of Alfred 
Coursen, president of the American Min- 
eral Wool Co. 

Blistered feet did not prevent the 
women from organizing a roller skating 
party at which “General’’ Jones, stand- 
ing on her skates in the middle of the 
rink, addressed more than a hundred 
skaters.

A plan for a boulevard through For- 
est Park, bisecting the park near what 
was the eastern boundary of the Louis- 
jana Purchase Exposition grounds, is 
being advocated by certain business men 
interested in the district south of the 
rark. They declare it a necessary means 
of connecting that district with the 
residence section north of the park. 

John H. Gundlach, president of the 
City Council and head of the City Plan 
Commission, has expressed himself as 
favoring the proposal. 

He said Thursday that he opposed 
the idea when it was first suggested to 
him, but that after he had studied the 
situation he came to favor it. The ar- 
gument which most appealed to him 
was that the section south of the park 
has no through roadway to the north 
between King’s highway*and Skinker 
road, a distance of nearly two miles. 

“The connection will have to be 
made,’’ Gundlach said, “and it is de- 
sirable to see the work planned and 
done in an artistic way. A boulevard 
through the park would not necessarily 
impair the park’s beauty, and might 
even increase it. Such a boulevard as 
the Champs. Elysees in Paris would be 
an ornament to the park.’’ 

Gundlach said he would ask the City 
Plan Commission to recommend the 
adoption of such a plan. It. will be 
introduced into the Municipal Assembly 
in the.form of an ordinance, he be- 
lieves, but probably not until after the 
election of the new Mayor and Assem- 
bly. 

Park Commissioner Davis said he had 
not been consulted about the plan, and 
that his feeling would be one of an- 
tagonism to the project. The best of 
reasons for the plan would have to be 
shown, he said, before he would approve 
of it.

There is no organized effort among 
Hiouse Democrats to defeat Mr. Clark 
for the Speakership, and there is no 
prospect of any such thing.

A contest between himself and 
Clark, he declared, would mean a cer- 
tain split in the Democratic party in the 
House, and even if he were smre he 
could win, he was unwilling to lend 
himself to a candidacy that would 
wreck the House Democratic majority 
at the beginning of the Wilson admin- 
istration. 

Henry being Col. Bryan’s friend, his 
candidacy would have been construed 
as an effort to renew the feud that arose 
at Baltimore between Mr. Bryan and 
Mr. Clark. It is known that Mr. Bryan 
acquiescéd in Henry’s decision not to 
oppose Mr. Clark. 

Mr. Bryan, it is known, is doing his 
best to be friendly with Messrs. Clark 
and Underwood of the House and the 
party leaders in the Senate.

‘Foot Muscles From Lack ofs Exercise 


New Cause 


of Flat Foot. 





The automobile foot is the latest. 

The cause is the opposite of that of 
the policeman’s flat .foot, which is 
caused by too much walking. The cause 
of the automobile foot is too little 
walking. But the effect is about the 
same. Like the policeman’s ailment, 
lately described and discussed by spe- 
cialists, it causes pains which may be 
mistaken for those of rheumatism, 

An automobile foot may be acquired, 
says Dr. Alexander Block. Automobile 
foot is the fancy term for flat foot, 
and the term has. come into use, ac- 
cording to Dr. Block, because of the 
growing prevalence of flat foot among 
those who ride gnuch in motor cars. 

Dr. Block, who is a foot specialist, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday 
that the motor car is playing havoc 
with the human foot. 

Autoiste Gain in Fat. 

“When one becomes. the owner of an 
automobile,” he said, “the infatuation 
for it is 80 great that the pleasure is 
indulged to the limit—the autoist does 
not walk enough to support the natural 
weight 6f the body. Then, through lack 
of exercise, surplus weight of the body 
is ‘taken on and this extra weight in- 
creases while the strength of the foot 
decreases.” 

He said that since automobiles have 
come into general use cases of flat foot 
have rapidly increased. He has noticed, 
he said, that the bulk of this increase 
is among persons who constantly use au- 
tomobiles and seldom take walking exer- 
cise, 

Dr. Block said he agrees with police 
surgeons that many persons believe they 
suffer from rheumatic pains when, as a 
matter of fact, they feel — aymptoms 


incident to the developing of a flat foot. 
Many 
complained that they had rheumatiam, 
but this passed*away after receiving 
treatment for broken arches in their 
feet. * 

Other causes besides lack of proper 
exercise for the abnormal lowering of 





the bones of the arch of one’s feet were 
given by Dr. Block as follows: 
“Shoes not being strong enough or 
properly supported in the shank or arch 
‘Wearing of shoes that are construct- 
ed with a heavy piece of metal inserted 
between the inner and outer soles, which 
braces the arch of the foot for a short 
time only—then gives way to the full 
extent of the weakness of the arch. 
“Running over of the heelg of one’s 
shoes, which causes too much strain on 
either the inner or outer arch. 
“Til-fitting shoes, the changing of the 
height of heels in shoes, and wearing 
of low-heel slippers around the house, 
which causes certain muscles of the 
feet and lower limbs, usually contracted 
to a certain extent, to let/go, allowing 
the bones of the feet to drop.” 


Dr. Block condemned the low heel 
English walking shoes which are being 
worn by women. This kind of heel is 
apt to cause a broken arch in the foot, 
particularly if the user ever puts on 
high-heel dancing slippers, the doctor 
said. 

Dr.. Block said that corns — frequently | 
caused the victim to become flat-footed, 
becauge, when one is so affected he nat- 
urally leans the full weight of his body | 
on the opposite side to where the pain 
hes. This weakens the side where the 
pam is, and gradually the muscles are

Four weeks I had been without work and 
ecmpelied to ffequent and patronize cheap 
eating houses and coffee stands. Last Tues- 
day, when I was in the Young Men’s Christian 
Association on the Bowery, where for‘6 cents I 
was given a good stew and coffee, my neigh- 
bor at the table, also a German, told me if I 
wished a good and very cheap meal to go to 
$1 West Highth street, where a St. Andrew's 
coffee stand had its kitchen and restaurant. 

Oh Thursday I was there by 6 o'clock in the 
morning and I got for 1 cent a good portion of 
hash, for another cent a portion of apple 
gauce that was as nicely cooked and well sea- 
soned as one could have bought in any high- 
priced restaurant, and lastly I ordered a large 
bow! of hot coffee for another cent. On the 
table was a large platter filled with bread, 
biscuits and buns, to which each patron could 
freely help himself. This platter is replen- 
ished when necessary, and delicious pickles 
are constantly on the table. 

Friday morning J returned to the same place 
and received for 1 cent an ample portion of 
well-cooked fish, for another cent very good 
beans, and for a third cent a bowl of coffee,

This is how it happened: 

Before 1899 Finland was a happy 
country. Up till that time the Russian 
Czars (Grand Dukes of Finland) had on 
the whole respected our autonomy and kept 
our laws which they had sworn to keep, and 
we were more or less left-in peace to mind 
our own business. Thanks to our poverty 
both men and women were compelled to 
work hard, and consequently the women 
always occupied an important position in 
practical life, though the principle of equal 
rights for both sexes was by no means 
clear to the majority of the people. As Fin- 
land was rapidly developing and a com- 
paratively prospérous country we had 
plenty of time to quarrel about all sorts 
of questions which were attracting the at- 
tention of the big countries. One of them 
was the woman's question. 

-It is amusing now, when it is all over.

The Rus- 
s0-Japanéese war, the outbreak of open 
revolution in Russia, and, last but not least, 
@ wonderful, half mystical, absolutely un- 





explainable movement in Finland, usually | 
known by the name of the “Great Nation- | 
al Strike,” resulted in our gaining , back 
what we had lost and even more. Our laws 
were restored and general adult suffrage 
was introduced. Now every Finnish man 
and woman of 24 years of age has the right | 
to vote and is eligible to our Diet. 

At that time not one voice was raised 
against giving the same rights to women as 
to men. We had taken a big step from 
the time before 1899 to 1906, without dis- 
cussing the woman's question &t all. How 
was that possible? 

Life had taught us what years of-ponder- 


not teach: When it comes to great vital 
tasks of enormous national importance 
men alone, or women alone, can do noth- 
ing, but combined they can.reach almost 
any goal. 

Women had done their duty during the 
years of suffering just as well as men had. 
Who could be mean enough to deny them 
their share of the fruit? 

Now it all seems so clear and simple to 
us. Where is the department of life where 
man does not need woman's help or woman 
the help of man? Then why should the 
one-half of mankind insist upon ruling 
over the other? Why not allow woman to 
have a word in matters concerning both 
men and women? 

The- talk about a “man’s party” and a 
“woman's party” which we sometimes hear, 
for instance in England, seems to us Finns 
only ridiculous. The interests of men and 
women are so closely bound together that 
they can never be separated. 

Only a few more words about the re- 
sults of woman suffrage in Finland. 

In our present Diet we have 14 women 
out of 200. They are respected by 
their male comrades, elected into different 
committees and seem to work very much in 
the same way as the men representatives, 
The only difference I have been able to! 
find from the statistical reports of the Diet 
is that the woman members have attended 
|the sittings more regularly and spoken less 
than the men. 7 

But anyhow there is a vast difference 
now in the work of the Diet. We know that 
all questions are considered from the point 
of view of the Nation, not only from that of 
men, and we women know that the future 
of our country depends upon us as well as 
upon the men of Finland. There has come

I NCREASED resistance tc disease and 

increased muscular development do 
not go hand in hand, according to vital 
statistics. It has never been shown 
that athletes, as a class, enjoy any spe- 
cial immunity to disease. On the con- 
trary, professional athletes are notori- 
cusly short-lived individuals — not be- 
cause of their moral.behavior, but be- 
cause they wear out their arteries faster 
than ordinary individuals. 


The _ firm-featured, full-chested foot- 
ball star is just as easy meat for the 
typhoid bacillus as, the most ladylike 
young man -in =the .seminary. The 
hauchty. -high-jumping artist has no 
noticeable immunity against the pneu- 
mococeus—tne “cold” germ. The prize- 
fighter, too, frequently takes the count 
in .a bout with the great white 
plague. : 

Exercise taken with the purpose of 
bullding up some special part of the 
body from the’ aesthetic point of view 
is a thoroughly commendable practice. 
A form defi@ient in any of the features 
identified .with physical beauty may 
be remodeled by judicious gymnastics 
in a truly marvelous manner. 

But all the. physical culture: in the 
world will not restore the function of 
a limb palsied from lead poisoning, 
for instance, or overc*me, the ‘palpita- 
tion of a heart whipped by the in- 
ternal secretion of the overacting thy- 
roid gland in manifest or latent: goiltre. 
Directed by competent hands physi- 
cal culture often accomplishes remedial 
results unobtainable by any other 
means, as in the famous Carlsbad cure 
for heart disease. And some of tho 
good done in Y. M. C. A. gymnasia un- 
der well educated physical directors 
is entitled to the adjective wonderful, 
while some of the harm done by a self- 
constituted correspondence healih 
teachers deserve adjectives that are 
unfit to print. 

HE Y. M. C. A. School: of ' Physical 

Training at Springfield, Conn., 
where competent physical directors tre 
turned out after a full three years’ 
course of study, teaches the science 
and art of physical culture from’ the 
¢round up. Anatomy, physiology, 4y- 
riene, nutrition, dietetics and’ physical 
diagnosis are included in the regu- 
lar carraculum. The graduate possesses 
sufficient knowledge of pathology to 
recognize the necessity for medical .4- 
vice regarding the physical training of

Exploiters of the various “new sys- 
! tems,” ‘who guarantee. cures from ~°‘10 
lessons by matl,”” know nothing and 
care nothing about the nature of the 
disease their victims may happen to 
have. Their “non-drug” panacreas buil/ 
muscle as per the pictures of “before” 
and “after” in the advertisements-; 
and muscle means health, doesn’t -t? 
Certainly it doesn’t. 

Germs and toxins have little respect 
for bone and brawn. Contaminated 
drinking water, tainted food, insects, 
dust and all the carriers of disease 
are quite as much a menace to the 
athlete as they are to anyone else. 
Even Thorpe, the famous Carlisle 
School Olympic star, has his off days. 

A fair state of health is, of course, 
paramount to success in athletics, but 
the converse does riot necessarily hold 
true, for Marathons have been won 
by men with one foot in the grave. 
For instance, a lad may train for a 
race, without medical supervision, 
and never suspect that his’ heart is 
ready to dilate at the first strain: 
then comes the race with its exciting 
finish, and the unfortunate lad top- 
ples over at the goal, dead or perma- 
nently disabled. 


Parents and teachers too often for- 
get that training for football or 
other athletic contests entails a seri- 
ous strain on the young man’s heart. 
In the process of:‘training, or “get- 
ting wind,” as it is called, the heart 
undergoes a gradual increase in size 
and muscular development, particu- 
larly the right side of. the heart 
which pumps the blood through the 
lungs.

Every athlete who trains has an 
overgrown heart which is prone te 
give him anxious moments if he 
breaks off training too suddenly—to 
run wild, so to speak, like a flywheel 
relieved of its belt. And. furthermore, 
the arterial system, accustomed to a 
moderate bloog pressure, is taxed 
heavily by the increased work thrown 
upon it during training. This is why 
athletes are short lived. 

HE. contest feature is what in- 
jures the health of so0 many 
schoolboys in athletics, It is certain- 
ly foolhardy to encourage contests 
among growing schoolboys with their 
immature and unstable tissues, un- 
less every contestant is first exam- 
ined and passed by a qualified phy- 
sician. Holding track meets between 
schools that have no established med- 
ical inspection, a custom common 
ehough, is on a par with running an 
automobile in a race without previ- 
ous test by a mechanician. The re- 
sults in either case are likely to 
prove disastrous.

OUR stolid Indian chiefs, travel- 
stained and weary from long 
journeying, stalked into St. Louis 
one day in” 1832, bearing loads of 

rich furs and strings of wampum, which 
they ofered in exchange for the “Great 
Medicines.” When they were «asked 


“The White Man's Bible.” , 

In far off Oregon they had been told 
of the Book, and they had traversed 
half a continent of wilderness. bringing 
th : with them, to purchase a 


Continent. 

The chiefs’ journey was thus one of 
the important causes that brought set- 
tlers to Oregon. (And, Indirectly, it led 
to an off-and-on 30-year war between 
the settlers and the savages.) 


| ‘Oregon had been opened to settlement 
for some years before the missionaries 
and their followers came there. Lewis 
and Clark had explored ft. And John 
Jacob Astor’s American Fur Co. had 
built .“Astoria,”. a trading village, at 
the mouth of the Columbia as far back 
as 181i. : 

Even earlier than that, in 1782, a Bos- 

n sea captain named Gray had discov- 





as “Oregon.” What the name “Oregon” 
comes from and what it means has nev- 
er been definitely decided, though there 
are no less than 2 different versions of 
its origin. E-% 

After the Mexican War, Oregon in- 
cluded all of the United States west of 
the Rockies and north of the 424 paral- 
lel.. Slices of land were taken away, 
making new territories, until, by 1859, 
when Oregon was admitted .to the Union 
as a State it was cut down to its pres 
ent Nmits. 

Oregon wae just beginning to grow 
when the gold fever of 1849 drew away 
a large part of fts inhabitants into Call- 
fornia. Then gold was found in Oregon. 
This and thé “Donation law” (which 
gave every settler 920 acres of land), 
turned the tide of immigration back to 
Oregon again. And after that the growth 
was steady and swift... - 

Mining and agriculture swelled to great 
industries. Even @ series of fierce wars 
with the Shoshones, the Modog and 
other savage tribes failed to check the 
State’s steady advance.
